As  far  as  we 
know  but  one  Honorary  Member  has  died  since  the  last  annual 
report,  viz.,  James  Lenox. 
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LIBRARY. 

The  total  number  of  books  in  the  Library,  April  30th,  1880 
was  188,167  volumes. 

The  total  number  of  volumes  added  to  the  Library  during 
the  year  by  purchase,  was  6,216  volumes,  and  by  donation,  223 
volumes,  making  our  gross  accessions,  6,439  volumes. 

The  number  of  duplicate  and  imperfect  books  which  have 
been  sold  during  the  year,  added  to  the  books  of  the  Franklin 
Square  Library  which  have  been  bound  together,  thus  placing 
the  works  of  several  authors  in  one  volume,  amounts  to  1,230, 
which  being  deducted  from  the  above  figures,  makes  out  net 
increase  for  the  year,  5,209  volumes.

FINANCE. 

The  total  income  of  the  Library  from  all  sources  for  the 
twelve  months  was  $26,356.32  ;  total  expenditure  was 
$26,141.40. 

The  amount  expended  from  the  funds  of  the  Library  for 
books  and  periodicals  was  $5,633.74  ;  the  balance  $20,507. 66, 
was  used  for  the  current  running  expenses  of  the  Library. 

The  amount  expended  for  books  by  the  Clinton  Hall  Associa¬ 
tion  was  $5,719.68,  making  a  total  expenditure  for  books  and 
periodicals  by  both  Associations,  of  $11,353.42. 

BINDERY. 

The  number  of  books  which  have  received  the  attention  of 
the  Binder  and  his  assistants  is  6,489.  Of  this  number  1,999  were 
new  books  purchased  in  paper  covers,  and  re-bound;  3,851  were 
old  books  re-bound  and  repaired;  295  were  magazines,  109 
newspapers,  and  235  catalogues.

The  largest  daily  circulation  was  on  Saturday,  March  6th, 
which  amounted  to  861  volumes. 

The  smallest  daily  circulation  was  on  Friday,  August  1st, 
which  was  242  volumes. 

The  number  of  books  used  for  reference  was  20,126. 

The  number  of  magazines  circulated  was  5,791. 

LEADING-  LOOM.  ‘ 

In  February  last  your  Board  having  learned  that  there  was 
a  possibility  of  that  portion  of  our  building  now  occupied  by 
Messrs.  Geo.  A.  Leavitt  &  Co.  becoming  vacant,  instructed  the 
committee  on  relations  with  the  Clinton  Hall  Association  to 
request  the  Trustees  to  set  aside  a  room  on  the  third  floor  to  be 
used  by  the  Library  as  a  Reading  Room,  and  thus  afford  our 
members  better  accommodations  than  can  be  given  in  the  present 
quarters. 

The  Trustees  replied  through  their  Secretary,  expressing  a 
willingness  to  comply  with  our  request,  providing  that  it  did 
not  interfere  with  the  renting  of  the  remaining  rooms. 

After  the  lapse  of  some  length  of  time,  it  was  found  impos¬ 
sible  to  rent  the  rooms  without  the  one  wanted  by  the  Library. 

The  room  has  been  rented  again  with  the  rest ;  the  Trustees 
of  Clinton  Hall  thinking  it  best  to  do  so  rather  than  lose  the 
income  from  the  whole. 

We  are  therefore  compelled  to  rest  contented  for  the  present 
with  what  we  have,  hoping,  however,  it  will  not  be  long.

BRANCH  OFFICES. 


The  Up-town  Branch  Office,  opened  in  May  of  last  year,  at 
743  Sixth  Avenue,  near  42d  Street,  is  steadily  increasing  in 
popularity  with  the  members. 

The  circulation  of  books,  which  was  less  than  100  volumes 
during  the  first  month  the  office  was  opened,  has  gradually  in¬ 
creased  each  month,  until  it  has  now  reached  1,234  volumes, 
which  was  the  circulation  in  April ;  the  total  circulation  for  the 
year  amounts  to  8,828  volumes. 

In  addition  to  the  books  that  are  ordered  through  the  tele- 
phone  and  delivered  at  the  office  twice  a  day,  we  have  placed 
there  permanently  over  1,000  volumes  of  carefully  selected 
books,  from  which  the  members  are  permitted  to  select  at  their 
pleasure. 

The  new  quarters  for  our  Down-town  Office,  at  59  Liberty 
Street,  give  universal  satisfaction.  The  room  is  large  and  well 
ventilated,  being  a  great  improvement  over  the  old  one. 

The  number  of  volumes  distributed  from  this  office  during 
the  year  was  23,370. 


FREE  SCHOLARSHIPS. 

In  reply  to  a  letter  of  our  Librarian,  asking  for  information 
concerning  the  Scholarships  belonging  to  this  Association  in 
Columbia  College,  the  following  was  received:

President’s  Room,  April  23d,  1880. 

Dear  Sir  : 

In  reply  to  your  inquiry  of  the  22d  inst.  I  have 
to  say,  that  in  the  revision  of  the  Statutes  of  the  College  made 
in  1878,  the  free  scholarships  heretofore  conceded  to  the  Cor¬ 
porations  of  the  City  of  New  York  and  Brooklyn,  and  to  sun¬ 
dry  Corporate  Associations  within  this  city,  were  all  abolished. 
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No  unendowed  free  scholarships  now  exist  except  those  granted 
to  the  Alumni  Association.

The  above  action  takes  from  us  the  last  Scholarship  the 
Association  had  in  its  power  to  bestow. 

Those  formerly  belonging  to  the  Association  in  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  New  York  ceased  to  be  of  value,  when,  in  1872,  the 
institution  became  free  to  all. 

CLINTON  HALL  ASSOCIATION. 

From  the  report  of  the  Treasurer  of  this  Association  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  number  of  books  they  have  added  to  the  Libra¬ 
ry  during  the  year  amounts  to  3,670  volumes. 

At  a  special  meeting  of  your  Board  held  on  the  5th  of 
March  last,  Mr.  Hugh  N.  Camp,  Secretary  of  the  Clinton  Hall 
Association,  appeared  and  informed  the  Board  that  the  Trustees 
had  purchased,  at  a  cost  of  $180,000,  the  property  on  the  South- 
East  corner  of  Broadway  and  37th  Street,  as  a  site  for  a  new 
Library  Building. 

Your  Board  thereupon  passed  the  following  resolutions  : 

Resolved:  That  this  Board  is  in  full  and  hearty  accord  with 
the  Trustees  of  Clinton  Hall  Association  in  their  desire  to 
erect  a  new  Library  Building,  and  that  we  pledge  to  them  our 
earnest  support  to  effect  that  end. 

Resolved :  That  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mercantile 
Library  Association  of  the  City  of  New  York  are  in  favor 
and  hereby  pledge  themselves  to  lend  their  best* efforts  to  re¬ 
duce  the  present  dues  to  a  nominal  sum,  as  soon  as  a  sufficient 
sum  is  raised  to  pay  for  the  new  building. 

BEQUESTS  AND  DONATIONS. 

The  total  amount  of  the  Bequests  is  $24,000,  as  follows  : 
From  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Demilt,  in  1850,  -  -  -  $3,000 
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From  Mr.  Seth  Grosvenor,  in  1857,  -  -  -  $10,000 

“  Peter  Lorillard,  in  1868,  -  -  -  5,000

“  “  John  W.  H.  Aymer,  in  1878,  -  -  5,000 

all  of  which  remains  invested  in  the  same  manner  as  reported 
last  year. 

The  income  from  our  investments  has  been  reduced,  caused 
by  the  Act  of  the  Legislature  making  six  per  cent,  the  legal 
rate  of  interest. 

The  number  of  books  donated  to  the  Library  during  the 
year,  amounts  to  223  ;  we  also  received  207  pamphlets. 

These  have  all  been  acknowledged  ;  a  list  of  the  books  and 
pamphlets,  with  the  names  of  the  donors,  will  appear  as  an  ap¬ 
pendix  to  this  report. 

We  take  pleasure  in  laying  before  the  members  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciation  the  following  letter  :

We,  the  sons  of  Cornelius  Savage,  take  pleas¬ 
ure  in  presenting  to  the  Association  a  portrait  of  our  father, 
who  was  one  of  the  earliest  friends  of  the  Library,  and  its 
second  President. 

If  accepted,  we  will  deliver  to  the  Library  any  day  you  may 
state.

A  resolution  of  acceptance  was  immediately  passed  after  the 
reading  of  the  above  letter,  and  the  President  and  Secretary 
were  named  as  a  Committee  to  receive  the  portrait.  It  was 
duly  received,  and  is  now  in  the  Directors’  Room  among  the 
portraits  of  other  ex-officers. 
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The  Board  of  Directors  deems  this  an  opportune  time  to 
remind  the  ex-Presidents  of  the  Association  of  the  request 
made  some  years  since,  that  each  ex-President  should  present 
to  the  Association  his  portrait,  to  adorn  the  Art  Department 
of  the  Library.  Several  of  the  ex-Presidents  have  complied 
with  the  request,  but  a  large  number  as  yet  have  not. 

The  Hon.  Henrv  E.  Davies  is  entitled  to  the  thanks  of  the 
members  for  gratuitous  services  as  Counsel  to  the  Association. 

The  following  report  is  submitted  by  the  Committee  appoint¬ 
ed  to  examine  the  books  and  other  property  of  the  Association: 

To  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Mercantile  Library 
Association. 

Gentlemen  : 

The  undersigned,  a  Committee  appointed  by 
your  Board  to  make  the  annual  examination  of  the  books  and 
other  property  of  the  Association,  report  that  on  Tuesday,  the 
30th  day  of  March,  1880,  they  visited  the  Library,  and  under 
the  escort  of  the  Librarian,  made  an  examination  thereof. 

The  Library  presented  a  neat  and  attractive  appearance, 
showing  great  care  on  the  part  of  the  Librarian  and  his  assist¬ 
ants  in  its  arrangements,  and  deserving  of  commendation. 

We  found  the  books  in  the  various  departments  and  alcoves  in 
good  condition  and  apparently  well  cared  for. 

The  Works  of  Art  also  appear  to  be  in  a  good  state  of  pre¬ 
servation. 

The  Reading  Room,  though  small  in  area,  seemed  to  be  as 
well  arranged  as  it  is  possible  to  have  it  with  the  limited  space 
at  your  disposal.  We,  however,  congratulate  you  upon  the 
prospect  that  the  Trustees  of  Clinton  Hall  are  about  to  give 
you  more  commodious  quarters  for  a  Reading  Room,  an  action 
on  their  part  that  will  meet  with  the  unanimous  approval  of  the 
members  of  the  Library. 
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We  also  congratulate  you  on  the  fact  that  the  Trustees  of 
Clinton  Hall  have  purchased  a  site  for  erection  of  a  new  Libra¬ 
ry  building,  and  trust  that  there  will  be  no  unnecessary  delay 
on  their  part  in  erecting  the  building,  and  placing  it  at  your 
disposal  at  the  earliest  possible  moment.

BOARD  OF  DIRECTION. 

Two  resignations  have  occurred  in  the  Board  of  Direction 
during  the  year.  Mr.  J.  C.  Palmer,  who  has  entered  business 
on  his  own  account,  resigned  in  May  last,  and  Mr.  Seymour  A. 
Bunce  in  April. 

Messrs.  A.  H.  Timpson  and  Henry  F.  Herkner  have  been 
elected  to  fill  the  vacancies. 

We  have  to  record  the  deaths  of  two  ex-officers  during  the 
year,  viz.  :  Wm.  Curtis  Noyes,  who  had  been  a  Director  and 
Recording  Secretary,  and  Chas.  Osgood,  President  in  1862-63. 


AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTITUTION. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Stone  has  notified  the  Board,  as  required  by  the 
Constitution,  that  he  proposes  to  offer  at  this  meeting  amend¬ 
ments  to  Sections  1  and  2  of  Article  3  of  the  Constitution. 

In  the  foregoing  statement  we  have  endeavored  to  give  a 
faithful  and  accurate  record  of  the  transactions  of  the  Associ¬ 
ation  for  the  past  year. 

STATEMENTS. 

Our  total  membership  shows  a  slight  falling  off  from  that  of 
last  year,  consequently,  a  reduced  income.  All  of  the  loss  met 
with  occurred  in  the  first  part  of  our  fiscal  year,  from  May  to 
August.  Since  that  time,  with  two  exceptions,  each  month  has 
shown  an  increase  in  the  number  joining  the  Library  over  those 
withdrawing  or  allowing  their  accounts  to  lapse  ;  whether  this 
increase  can  be  maintained  we  are  unable  to  say. 
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An  analysis  of  our  membership  shows  that  of  the  1,481  per¬ 
sons  who  have  joined  the  Library  during  the  year,  1,001  were 
subscribing  members,  and  480  active  members.  While  the 
number  of  active  members  has  decreased  281,  the  subscribing 
members  have  increased  during  the  year  to  the  extent  of  119, 
showing  for  the  first  time  in  the  Library’s  history,  a  larger 
number  of  subscribers  than  active  members. 

With  the  above,  we  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
change  that  is  taking  place  in  the  character  of  our  circulation. 

The  statistics  of  all  large  circulating  libraries  show  that  of 
the  books  circulated,  almost  eighty  per  cent,  of  the  whole  are 
works  of  fiction.  Until  a  very  recent  period  our  Library  has 
not  been  an  exception  to  this  fact  ;  we  find  at  the  present  time 
our  percentage  of  fiction  to  be  less  than  sixty  per  cent,  and 
that  of  standard  works  over  forty-one  per  cent. 

The  number  of  works  of  a  standard  character  issued  during 
the  past  year  is,  with  one  exception,  larger  than  any  year  since 
1874.  To  the  cheap  form  in  which  the  fiction  literature  of  the 
present  day  is  issued,  we  believe  can  be  attributed  a  part  of 
the  loss  in  the  circulation  of  this  class  of  works.  We  think 
also  to  this  fact  can  be  ascribed  a  part  of  the  loss  in  our  mem¬ 
bership. 

We  think,  further,  that  the  increase  in  one  class  of  our  mem¬ 
bers,  as  well  as  the  increase  in  the  circulation  of  certain  classes 
of  our  books,  is  due  to  the  fact  becoming  more  widely  known 
that  the  Library  furnishes  all  the  best  books  current  in  all  the 
departments  of  literature,  for  the  student  as  well  as  for  the 
general  class  of  readers.  Instances  are  not  wanting  to  confirm 
this  belief. 

Our  Agents  for  the  importation  of  books  have  standing  or¬ 
ders  to  furnish  us  with  all  foreign  books  as  soon  as  issued  ; 
these  we  receive  as  quickly  as  they  can  be  had  at  any  of  the 
book  stores. 

In  addition  to  the  facts  given  above,  we  note  the  change 
that  has  taken  place  in  our  hours  for  transacting  business.  It  is 
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very  well  known  that  some  few  years  since  the  great  bulk  of 
our  business  was  done  in  the  evenings,  after  six  o’clock.  At 
present,  our  busiest  hours  are  from  ten  o’clock  in  the  morning 
until  six  o’clock  in  the  evening,  comparatively  little  business 
being  now  done  at  night  ;  at  one  period,  a  very  busy  season 
was  from  the  hour  of  opening  in  the  morning — eight  o’clock 
until  ten  o’clock.  Since  the  advent  of  the  Elevated  Rail  Roads 
this  has  ceased,  and  comparatively  little  business  is  done  until 
after  ten  o’clock. 

We  are  unable  to  state  with  any  degree  of  accuracy  the 
views  of  the  Clinton  Hall  Trustees  as  to  our  new  building.  We 
hope,  however,  for  united  and  energetic  action  to  the  end  that 
it  may  be  built  and  completed  at  an  early  date,  as  the  wants  of 
the  Library  urgently  demand. 

Before  closing,  we  wish  to  state  that  all  debts  and  liabilities 
of  the  Library  have  been  paid,  and  that,  with  the  exception  of 
a  small  amount  due  the  Permanent  Catalogue  Fund,  we  are 
entirely  free  from  debt.

The  following  was  submitted  as  supplementary  to  the  fore¬ 
going  Report : 

In  one  of  the  morning  journals  of  this  date  appeared  an  arti¬ 
cle,  part  of  which  claims  to  be  quoted  from  an  address  which 
has  been  issued  to  the  members  of  the  Library  by  the  advo¬ 
cates  of  the  amendments  to  our  Constitution,  which  are  to  be 
acted  upon  this  evening. 

This  address  is  so  unfair  and  unjust,  that  this  Board  feels 
called  upon  to  officially  answer  and  condemn  its  false  assertions, 
and  place  the  responsibility  for  the  so-called  grievances  upon 
those  to  whom  they  belong.  We  quote  as  follows  : 
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<(  The  rooms  in  Clinton  Hall  in  Astor  Place  are  totally  unfit 
for  the  uses  of  the  Association,  both  as  to  their  internal  ar¬ 
rangements  and  location.” 

“  The  Reading  Room  on  the  third  floor  is  a  disgrace  to  the 
Association  ;  the  space  allotted  to  readers  is  very  small,  accom¬ 
modating  forty  to  fifty  persons  if  closely  huddled  together, 
poorly  lighted,  and  not  half  so  attractive  as  the  lager  beer  sa¬ 
loon  which  is  permitted  to  occupy  the  most  convenient  part 
of  the  building.  Year  after  year  for  many  years  a  fire-proof 
building  has  been  promised,  but  there  is  no  sign  of  a  com¬ 
mencement  of  the  work,  and,  with  the  present  management, 
there  is  no  hope  that  there  ever  will  be.” 

We,  the  present  Board  of  Directors,  ask  in  all  candor  of  any 
person  knowing  the  peculiar  situation  of  the  Mercantile  Libra¬ 
ry  Association  in  its  relations  with  the  Clinton  Hall  Associa¬ 
tion,  whether  the  present  Board  of  Direction,  or  any  other 
Board  of  Directors  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association,  can 
be  held  responsible  for  the  state  of  affairs  just  quoted. 

We  desire  to  say  here,  as  we  have  said  before,  that  the 
Reading  Room  as  now  situated  does  not  meet  with  our  approv¬ 
al.  We  have  made  every  effort  in  our  power  to  secure  better 
accommodations,  but  without  avail.  As  the  report  shows,  we 
appealed  to  the  Clinton  Hall  Trustees  in  February  last,  when  it 
became  known  that  Mess.  Leavitt’s  lease  would  expire,  to  give 
us  a  more  commodious  room  for  our  Reading  Room,  but  still 
without  fruit.  The  following  is  from  our  Fifty-Seventh  Annu¬ 
al  Report. 

“We  beg  to  remind  the  members  that  our  building,  which 
is  supposed  to  belong  to  the  Mercantile  Library  Association, 
is  not  controlled  by  your  Board  of  Directors  ;  it  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  Trustees  of  Clinton  Hall  Association,  and  we 
are  dependent  upon  them  for  the  space  we  occupy.” 

We  are  censured  for  not  beginning  the  work  of  a  new  build¬ 
ing.  We  beg  to  inform  the  members  again  that  we  do  not,  own 
the  new  property,  and  are  therefore  unable  to  do  anything  in 
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the  way  of  building.  We  desire  to  say  here  that  the  Mercan¬ 
tile  Library  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  selecting  the 
new  site.  Not  only  was  your  Board  never  consulted  in  the 
matter  of  purchase,  but  knew  nothing  thereof  till  after  it  was 
made. 

We  are  accused  of  not  having  printed  a  catalogue  for  fifteen 
years.  This  charge  we  also  pronounce  false.  Our  printed  cat¬ 
alogue  comes  down  to  1872,  since  which  time  we  have  institut¬ 
ed  the  public  Card  Catalogue,  a  system  which  has  been  adopted 
by  all  the  large  libraries  throughout  the  United  States,  and  by 
which  readers  are  enabled  to  learn  almost  daily  the  books  that 
are  added  to  the  Library.  By  inference,  the  charges  made 
would  lead  persons  to  believe  that  our  salary  list  is  out  of  all 
proportion  to  our  receipts. 

The  truth  is,  we  compare  very  favorably  with  any  Library 
of  equal  extent  in  the  country.  In  the  Boston  Public  Library, 
which  is  so  generally  commended,  their  salaries  are  over  fifty- 
five  per  cent,  of  their  expenditures  ;  with  us  it  does  not  reach 
forty-one  per  cent. 

We  court  all  fair  and  honest  criticism  of  our  acts,  but  when 
men,  some  of  whom  condemn  us  for  things  they  know  not  of, 
and  others  who  certainly  know  what  they  charge  are  not  facts, 
we  consider  it  our  duty  to  show  them  up  in  their  true  light.

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ANNUAL  MEETING. 


The  Fifty-Ninth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Mercantile  Library 
Association,  was  held  in  the  Reading  Room,  on  Tuesday  Even¬ 
ing,  May  11th,  1880. 

The  Meeting  was  called  to  order  by  the  President,  Mr.  W. 
D.  Searls. 

The  minutes  of  the  Fifty-Eighth  Annual  Meeting  were 
read  then  by  the  Secretary,  Me.  Putnam,  and  on  motion,  were 
adopted  as  read. 

The  Secretary  then  read  the  reports  of  the  President  and 
Treasurer  of  Clinton  Hall  Association,  which  were  on  motion 
received  and  ordered  to  be  printed  with  the  Annual  Report. 

The  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  H.  Timpson,  then  read  the  Report  of 
the  Mercantile  Library  Association,  which  was  adopted. 

The  Annual  Report  of  the  Board  of  Direction  of  the  Mer¬ 
cantile  Library  Association  was  read  by  the  President. 

Mr.  A.  M.  Eagleson  moved  that  the  report  be  adopted  and 
the  usual  number  of  copies  be  printed  for  the  use  of  the  mem¬ 
bers. 

Mr.  Daniel  F.  Appleton  arose  and  said  he  presumed  Mr. 
Camp,  Mr.  Isham,  and  himself  were  the  three  members  of 
Clinton  Hall  Trustees  alluded  to  in  the  Report,  as  they  were 
the  only  Clinton  Hall  Trustees  who  had  signed  the  document 
favoring  the  amendments  to  be  offered  to  the  Constitution  this 
evening.  He  desired  to  say  on  behalf  of  himself  and  his 
colleagues  that  they  had  not  signed  the  address  published  in 
the  newspapers,  nor  did  they  know  anything  of  it  until  they 
saw  it  in  print.  He  asked  as  a  matter  of  justice  that  the  por¬ 
tion  of  the  report  referring  to  them  be  stricken  out.  Mr. 
Camp  also  denied  having  signed  the  address  or  of  having:  any- 
thing  whatever  to  do  with  it. 
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The  President  accepted  the  statements  of  the  gentlemen,  and 
decided  that  the  portions  of  the  Report  objected  to  should  be 
stricken  out. 

The  Report  as  amended  was  then  adopted. 

Mr.  A.  J.  Stone  moved  to  amend  the  Constitution  as 
follows: 

Article  III,  Section  I,  amend  to  read  as  follows:  The  Govern¬ 
ment  of  this  Association  shall  be  vested  in  a  Board  of  Direction* 
which  shall  consist  of  of  Twelve  Directors,  who  shall  hold  office 
for  one  year. 

The  first  election  of  Directors  under  this  amendment  shall  be 
held  at  the  Annual  Election  in  May,  1880,  at  which  time  the 
term  of  office  of  the  present  Board  of  Direction  terminates. 

Article  III,  Section  II,  omit  altogether  and  substitute  the 
following: 

Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Direction  shall  have  one  vote, 
excepting  the  President,  who  shall  have  one  vote,  only  in  case 
of  an  equal  division  of  the  Board  of  Direction  and  upon  an 
election  for  Honorary  members. 

After  remarks  by  Messrs.  Stone,  Appleton,  Rhind,  Camp 
and  Chapman  in  favor  of  the  amendments,  and  by  Messrs. 
Hull,  McCauley,  Eagleson  and  Patrick  against,  a  vote  was 
called. 

It  was  found  that  the  motion  had  not  been  seconded. 

Mr.  Stone  thereupon  requested  some  one  to  do  so  in  order 
that  the  sense  of  the  meeting  might  be  obtained,  Mr.  Battell 
then  seconded  the  motion. 

The  Chair  stated  that  it  would  require  the  vote  of  two-thirds 
of  the  members  present  to  adopt  the  amendments. 

Mr.  Allen  then  raised  the  question  as  to  who  had  the  right 
to  vote,  and  gave  as  his  opinion  that  none  but  active  members, 
or  those  who  were  clerks  had  such  rights,  and  cited  several 
precedents  to  sustain  his  position. 

This  ground  being  denied  by  some,  the  President  decided  that 
Mr.  Allen’s  position  was  well  taken  and  to  sustain  his  decision, 
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cited  Article  II  of  the  Constitution  which  reads  as  follows: — 
“Active  members  alone  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  and  hold 
office.” 

The  motion  being  put  it  was  lost,  and  the  amendments  de¬ 
clared  not  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Eagleson  the  meeting  adjourned.

To  the  Board  of  Directors ,  Mercantile  Library  Association. 
Gentlemen: 

Permit  me  herewith  to  present  for  your  consideration,  and 
for  that  of  the  Members  of  the  Mercantile  Library  Association 
the  Annual  Report  of  the  Treasurer,  M.  C.  D.  Borden,  Esq. 

It  shows  a  balance  of  $182,73  to  the  credit  of  the  general 
fund  and  $99,110,37  (less  $73,000  paid  for  building  site)  to  the 
credit  of  the  “  Contingent  ”  or  “  Building  Fund.” 

You  will  also  observe  that,  during  the  year  covered  by  this 
report,  3,670  volumes  were  added  to  the  Library,  making  the 
total  at  present  31,233. 

It  gives  the  Trustees  great  pleasure  to  state,  that  in  Decem¬ 
ber  last,  they  purchased  for  the  Association  a  plot  of  ground 
on  the  South  East  corner  of  Broadway  and  Thirty-seventh 
Street,  equal  in  area  to  about  four  and  one-half  city  lots.  The 
price  was  $180,000,  on  which  $73,000  was  paid  in  cash  from  the 
Contingent  Fund,  and  $107,000  was  left  on  bond  and  mortgage. 

In  selecting  this  site  for  our  future  home,  the  Trustees  were 
largely  guided  by  the  advice  of  many  of  our  old  and  influential 
members,  and  it  is  confidently  believed  that  the  choice  will 
commend  itself  to  members  and  subscribers  generally,  for  its 
central  position  and  accessibility,  as  well  as  for  its  peculiar 
fitness  for  a  large  and  commanding  building,  such  as  we  hope 
ere  long  to  erect  thereon. 
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It  is  proposed  to  make  a  strong  effort  early  next  Autumn,  to 
induce  our  old  members  and  our  liberal  citizens,  who  have  in 
times  past  stood  so  nobly  by  us,  to  assist  in  raising  8150,000, 
the  amount  that  will  be  required,  (with  the  funds  now  on  hand, 
and  with  the  proceeds  of  our  present  building,)  to  erect  a  line 
and  commodious  edifice,  one  that  shall  be  an  ornament  to  the 
city,  and  a  lasting  monument  in  honor  of  the  open-handed 
donors,  whose  public  spirit  will  take  just  pride  in  offering  to 
the  young  men  of  New  York,  for  an  almost  nominal  sum, 
opportunities  for  self-culture  and  improvement,  equal  to  those 
afforded  by  any  other  city. 

The  Trustees  feel  confident  that  the  members  of  the  Associa¬ 
tion  will  exert  themselves  actively  to  secure  the  funds  requisite 
for  carrying  out  these  plans,  as  it  is  deemed  eminently  unwise 

to  have  any  debt  on  the  new  building. 

When  we  take  possession  of  our  intended  quarters,  we  earnest¬ 
ly  desire  that  the  entire  income  may  be  devoted  to  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  Library,  and  to  its  running  expenses.
